1 . I was employed by the assignee of the present application, The Procter & Gamble 
Company, from 1980 to 1994. 

2. From 1983 to 1989 I worked as an analytical technician and process development 
technician on the sucrose polyester synthesis project in which sucrose and fatty acid methyl ester 
were reacted to form sucrose fatty acid esters. 



3. While I was employed by The Procter & Gamble Company, I prepared at least one 
manual which described operation of pilot plant equipment for the continuous production of sucrose 
fatty acid polyesters from sucrose and fatty acid methyl esters using substantially solventless 
conditions, a catalyst and an emulsifier. I have reviewed Exhibit 1 and confirm that it comprises 
accurate copies of the title page, page ii and page 4.1 of the at least one manual, which was entitled 
"Continuous Pilot Plant Start-Up Manual" and which I authored on or about September 26, 1986.
